Burley tobacco markets re¬ 
sumed selling Wednesday after a 
ten-day holiday recess, and the 
statewide average was up nearly 
50c above the pre-holiday aver¬ 
age. 

The State Department of Agri¬ 
culture reported the state aver¬ 
age Wednesday at $64.91 a hun¬ 
dred as compared to $64.45 on 
Dec. 21, the last sales day before 
the holidays. 

Supplies were small and indi¬ 
cations were that several mar¬ 
kets would close for the season 
next week. 

Average prices by grades were 
steady to slightly higher yester¬ 
day than at the last preholiday 
sale Dec. 21, the Federal-State 
Market News Service said. 

About a third of the grades 
were up from $1 to $6 a hundred 
pound* Increases were chiefly 
$ 1 . 

Most baskets brought from $64 
to $66 a hundred, the same range 
as before the holidays. The prac¬ 
tical top again was $66, with $67 
being paid for some select bas¬ 
kets. 

Grower associations received 
less than half of one percent of 
offerings as security for Govern¬ 
ment price-support loans. 

A slightly larger proportion of 
low and fair quality and nonde¬ 
script tobacco lowered the gen¬ 
eral quality from that of the De¬ 
cember 21 auctions. 

While mo3t Morgan crops were 
sold prior to the holiday recess, 
some crops were being marketed 
this week.

Feeder and Replacement 
Livestock Index Is Lower 


Lower prices for feeder cattle 
were largely responsible for a 2 
percent drop last month in the 
feeder and replacement livestock 
index. Continued heavy move¬ 
ment of cattle and calves from 
drought-stricken areas, combined 
with seasonally heavier market¬ 
ings, were reflected in a 40c de¬ 
cline in the average price paid by 
farmers for feeder cattle. Lower 
prices also were paid for baby 
chicks and feeder lambs. 

Farmers paid slightly higher 
prices for most motor supplies 
last month. Tractor fuel and 
gasoline delivered to the farm 
together with tires, tire chains 
and batteries, were higher than 
in mid-September. Motor supply 
prices averaged about 2 percent 
above a year ago.

Court they surrendered to >he 
Court the property in the lands, 
and the Court ordered a sale of 
the same and appointed Samuel 
R. Turner and John S. Oakley 
commissioner j to execute the or¬ 
der. What amount it sold for or 
what the Court did with the 
money arising from the sale can 
not now be ascertained, but it is 
certain that no part of it was 
used for educational purposes, 
and no such institution as the 
"Morgan County Seminary” was 
ever endowed or had any exis¬ 
tence, only in name. 

The first license to keep a tav¬ 
ern in Morgan county was grant¬ 
ed to Edmond Wells on the 14th 
April, 1823, and the second one to 
William Trimble at Hazel Green 
in 1825 

There is no reliable data from 
which can be ascertained what 
the population of Morgan county 
was from 1822 to 1830, but from 
public records now extant, it ap¬ 
pears that in 

1823 there were 298 tithes

county was 2859 

1840 the population of the 

county was 4063 

1850 the population of the 

county was 7620 

1860 the population of the 

county was 9237 

1870 the population of the 

county was 5915. 

The falling off of the popula¬ 
tion between 1860 and 1870 was 
the result of the formation of the 
counties of Elliott and Menifee 
in 1869. out of a portion of the 
territory of Morgan. 

In 1870 there were 37,827 acres 
of improved land in Morgan I 
county, valued at $624,545. and 


Francis Garret was the first 
Clerk of Morgan County Court 
after the adoptlun of the present 
constitution and held the office 
two terms. He died in 1868, a 
man of peculiar mental organi¬ 
zation. and possessing many ex- 
centtrlcitie'S, he left a record that 
will perpetuate his name and 
memory while the county lasts 

He was succeeded by W, H 
Taulbee who is still living in th- 
county. One of the gallant sold¬ 
iers of the Mexican war, it was 
but natural for a generous people 
to reward him with official pos¬ 
ition. 

James S. Turner was his succ¬ 
essor, and he was succeeded by 
John T. Hazelrigg. in 1866 W T, 
Havens was elected to the office 
and held It two terms and in 1874 
the present incumbent. W.A Mi- 
xey, Esq., was elected. 

Judge Wm A. Lykins was the 
first Judge of Morgan Co. Court 
after the adoption of the new 
constitution, and held the office 
two terms: he also held the office 
of County Attorney. He is still 
living at his pleasant country' 
seat called Walnut Grove, upon

base to summit with an almost 
untouched forest of timber em¬ 
bracing almost every variety used 
in building and for manufactur¬ 
ing purposes. 

The cannel coal of Morgan em¬ 
braces the largest bodies in the 
State of Kentucky. There are 
two horizons of cannel coal ir. 
the county about 200 feet apart. 
The lower bed is the most re¬ 
markable aeposit in the world, 
well opened on the Rush Branch 
and Caney Creek. It is generally 
from forty to sixty inches thick, 
and is underlaid bv 20 inches of 
bituminous coal. In addition to 
the cannel coal, the county

John Shackelford was the first 
Clerk of the \tnr«»n Circuit 
Court, who held the iiffice but 
a short time, and was succeeded 
by James G. Hazelrigg who held 
the office until 1841. when he 
resigned and removed to Mt. 
Sterling. Kv„ where he held the 
office of Clerk of Montgomery 


and County Clerks offices were 

destroyed. 

The first mill erected within 
the limits of the County of Mor¬ 
gan. was built bv John Cox. or. 
Blackwater Creek, in 1810. and 
was driven by horse powei The 
stones were twenty inches in 
diameter and five inches thick 
and were brought from the Cum¬ 
berland Gap upon a pack horse. 
The second was a watermill built 
by Edmond Wells in 1816 or. the 
Licking River opposite West Lib¬ 
erty. Prior to the erection of 
these mills the meal used by the 
people was made with mortar and 
pestle. 

Benj. F. Wells. Esq., was the 
first postmaster and his first 
quarterly receipts amounted to 
37 cents. 

The first business of the County 
Court was directed to the estab¬ 
lishment of county roads, and 
Wells’ mills was the central point 
from which radiated the princi¬ 
pal roads in the county. This was 
long before West Liberty had a 
location or a name. 

Daniel Williams settled 


and progress, and mention the 
names of those generous spirits 
who planted the germs of civili¬ 
zation within her borders. 

At what particular date the 
first nermanent settlement was 
made in the present limits of the 
county of Morgan, it is imposs¬ 
ible to ascertain- the county had 
been traversed by surveying par 
ties, engaged in taking up public 
lands, as early as 1787 There is 
a beech tree still standing at the 
mouth of the Long Branch upon 
the banks of the Licking, that 
has carved in the bark the names 
John and James Hamilton with 
the date 1793, there are citizens 
now living who can remember 
when the names and date were 
plain and easily read, though th" 
same is now defaced by time. 
There is also a beech tree stand¬ 
ing upon the Devil fork of North 
fork of the Licking, upon the 
lands of Cyrus Perry, Jr. upon 
which the letters D. B. have been 
carved with a tomahawk, also the 
date, which has become illegible. 
It is possible that the country 
had been visited by Daniel Boone 
and his inscription was made by 
his own hands. In the neighbor¬ 
hood it is called “the Boone tree.” 

It is an authentic fact that 
Thomas Caskey, Gardner Hop- 


arc noted for their steady, quiet 
habits and generous hospitality. 
Corn, wheat, oats, cattle and hogs 
are the principal productions and 
leading articles of export. 

Wiley C. Williams was the 
first representative of Morgan 
coun’y in the Kentucky Legisla¬ 
ture. He was elected in 1825. We 
have been unable to learn any¬ 
thing of his history. 

Edmond Wells was the second 
representative. He was elected in 
1826. He was born in the state of 
Pennsylvania. emigrated to Ken¬ 
tucky and settled in the present 
limits of Morgan county in 1808 
He was one of the most earnest 
laborers in the creation and or¬ 
ganization of th" county, and was 
a member of the first County 
Court. He was a man of great I 
energy and public enterprise. 


public life; yet the influence he 
exercised for good and for the 
advancement of religion and pub¬ 
lic morals in his neighborhood

He was a man of enlarged 
views, extensive reading and a 
friend to all educational enter¬ 
prises.

One fell a vic¬ 
tim to disease early in life; one 
has cast his fortunte among the 
people of Menifee county, and the 
of Doctor W. G. Carter is a 
household word among the peopla 
of Morgan county.

Yet his memory is as fresh 
and green among the people of 
Morgan as the verdure that be¬ 
decks their mountain sides, dis¬ 
tinguished for his good qualities 
of her.d and heart, his memory 
will ever be fondly cherished by 
our people. 

James Elliott, representative in I 
184C. is d"ad. He was a man of i 
massive intellect, and although 
uneducated, could solve the most 
difficult problems by his head. 
He belonged to a family dis- | 
tinguishod for its high order of 
talent. 

David N. Cottle, representative |

about the year 1805 and cleared 
out a farm. He was a Baptist 
preacher and preached the first 
sermor. ever delivered in the 
county. He left a numerous pos¬ 
terity who constitute a large pro¬ 
portion of our population.

John T. Williams, who distin¬ 
guished himself in the late war 
as Scout and Captain of Com¬ 
pany C. 1st Regiment of Ken¬ 
tucky Mounted Rifles, command¬ 
ed by Cot. Thomas Johnson of 
Montgomery county, Ky. 

In 1808 the legislature of Ken¬ 
tucky by an Act donated to the 
several counties of the common¬ 
wealth six thousand acres of va ¬ 
cant and unappropriated land.;

Thos. F. Hazelrigg was the 
third representative He w i s 
a lawyer of distinction, afterward 
removed to Mt. Sterling. In 1862 
he linked his fortunes with the 
Soutnern Confederacy and died 
j in Georgia in 1864. 

John S. Oakley was the fifth 
representative. He was elected 
in 1831. He has been gathered to 
the graves of his fathers and left 
a posterity that constitute a large 
and respectable portion of our 
population today. 

James P. Kendall, the sixth 
representative, was e'ected ,i 
1834 and is still living in thestat- 
of Kansas. He was a man of en¬ 
larged views and personally very 
popular among his neighbors: the 
public records of Morgan county 
afford many* evidences of his 
usefulness and good business ca¬ 
pacity in the conveyances, agree¬ 
ments and settlement of disputes 
among his neighbors. 

William Henry was elected ir 
1839 and is still living in the 
county of Montgomery, distin¬ 
guished for his energy and in¬ 
dustry. He has been several times 
honored by the people of the 


Court. 1825. commissioners were 
appointed to let the building of 
a court house in West Liberty. 
The house according to specifi¬ 
cations. was to be a frame build¬ 
ing 24 by 36 feet, the lower story 
to be 9 feet high and the upper 
story to be six feet, and at Jan¬ 
uary Term, 1826, the .’ommiss- 
ioners filed their report, letting 
the erection of the court house 
to Edmund Wells. It may here 
be started as an authentic fact 
that the Scat of Justice was loc¬ 
ated at West Liberty in 1825. and 
the town was incorporated Jan¬ 
uary 29th, 1836. 

The old court house with its 
quaint windows, ancient gables 
and brilliant coat of red paint, 
gave place to a brick structure 
40 by 44 feet, two full stories 
high, which was destroyed by fire 
in October, 1862, and upon its 
site was erected the elegant brick 
edifice in which justice is dis¬ 
pensed at this day. 

During the late civil struggle 
the fire fiend dealt severely with 
West Liberty.

amount at age 65." Mr. Flynn 
said. “The law doesn’t work that 
way. The reduction is permanent.” 

If a working woman decides to 
start getting payments at age 62, 
each month's payment will be 80 
percent of what she would get if 
she were 65. Every month she 
waits after 62 and before 65 to 
start getting payments the reduc¬ 
tion will be less, but if she takes 
reduced payments in order to get 
them before she reaches 65, they 
will continue to be made at a re¬ 
duced amount even after she 
reaches age 65. 

In the case of a dependent wife 
the reduced benefit at age 62 will 
be 75 percent of what she would 
get if she waited until age 65. She 
too will continue to receive re¬ 
duced benefits if she takes them 
before reaching age 65.
